3. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sony 
Corp. 

Sony Corp. discloses a GPS data transceiver system and a multi-mode GPS- 
receiver for use with a host device including a GPS receiver housing having a GPS- 
receiver cable connector, a GPS-receiver base-band circuit, a USB circuit, an RS-232 
circuit, wherein GPS-receiver base-band circuit and USB circuit are incorporated within 
the housing, wherein USB circuit is operatively connected to GPS-receiver cable 
connector and to GPS-receiver base-band circuit, wherein RS-232 circuit is operatively 
connected to GPS-receiver base-band circuit, and wherein a USB signal and/or and 
RS-232 signal is processable by GPS-receiver base-band circuit. See fig. 1-2; fig. 5-8.
